Convocation Interests Seniors 
In Future Librarian Career 

The annual meeting sponsored by the Brooklyn Public Library 
System to interest high school seniors in library work, convened February 
17 at the Ingersol Building main branch of the Brooklyn Public Library. 

Commencing at 1:30 and concluding at 5:00, the convocation’s program 
included a tour through the library, an afternoon tea, and a discourse by 
various speakers concerning the diversified fields of library work open to 
young girls. Special emphasis has been placed on the science-minded 
librarian by the Librarianship Institute. 

One of the speakers, Mrs. Jacqueline Salvato, explained the duties of 
the “Young Adults” librarian to the audience. “It is her job”, she said, “to 
introduce teenagers to books, to decide what books this set would like 
to read, and also to aid them in their preparation of school assignments 
such as book reports.” Visiting high schools; showing films; helping at 
concerts and aiding in decorating the library and bulletin boards also 
come under her supervision. The salary usually starts at $4,500, while a 
directors starts at $7,000 and may go as far as $10,000. Vacation periods 
vary from four to five weeks. Mrs. Salvato told the audience about librarian 
courses given at St. John’s University, Pratt Institute, and Columbia 
University. Courses included are the uses of reference, history of books, 
cataloguing and communication. 

Mr. Robert Fidotin of Republic Aviation treated “Special Libraries” 
as his subject. He remarked that publishing houses, advertising companies, 
laboratories and many other companies have special libraries in their own 
field of work. Mr. Fidotin then enumerated the many companies which 
maintain these special libraries. Among the most prominent are: Fairchild, 
Roman Aircraft, Long Island Lighting, and Brookhaven Institute. These 
libraries contain books and periodicals necessary for making reports in 
their particular field of endeavor. Qualifications for this kind of work 
comprise a trained mind, a broad background, a depth of many subjects, 
attendance at a librarian school, temperament for the work, and some 
experience. “Salaries”, Mr. Fidotin said, “are better than the public 
libraries.” They range from $5,200 to $9,000. Many fringe benefits such 
as retirement plans, social security, and a two week vacation are offered 
by large companies. It is possible for a company to remit part or all of 
the tuition for night college.

“What should I do about this letter, Father?” 

Of late, this is a question that we have heard occasionally around 
St. Joseph’s, and it has reference to a chain letter of prayer.

For the 
future, may we offer the following ideas: 

The letter directs the recipient to recite certain prayers in honor of 
Our Lady of Fatima for peace throughout the world, and to send a copy 
of the letter to someone else. If you do not care to do this, you are then 
instructed to return the letter to the Franciscan Convent in Boston. There 
is a warning not to break the chain and an implication of some misfortune 
if you should. You usually receive it from a friend who is merely following 
the advice of the letter. On its face value the letter might appear 
worthy enough, but any serious thought will certainly give evidence of 
its uselessness. 

Prayer and devotion to Our Lady of Fatima i^ ^ndeed most commend¬ 
able. In fact, we sincerely suggest it and strongly exhort every student 
at St. Joseph’s to practice this devotion not only for her own spiritual 
benefit but also, in accord with the promises of Fatima, for world peace. 

We commend also any efforts a student might make to encourage 
other girls to nurture this wonderful devotion to God’s mother. But to 
use a chain letter for this purpose not only is unnecessary but also distorts 
the true meaning both of this particular devotion and of prayer in general. 
We pray to give worship and glory to God and when we need such a letter 
to encourage this, then our concern centers more on keeping the letter 
going than on giving glory to Almighty God. 

As for the mention of the Franciscan Convent, we know that there 
are many convents of the Franciscan Sisters in Boston and everyone of 
them has denied any endorsement or even any knowledge of such a letter. 
In fact, this type of letter carries no authorization or approbation from 
any bishop, priest or religious community because such a practice is so 
foreign to the true nature of prayer. It also does so much to create a 
spirit of fanaticism, superstition and false fears that certainly should 
never be part of the life and devotion of a good practical Catholic. Where 
these letters originate we are sure, no one knows. Undoubtedly, they are 
the undertakings of some person with an erroneous concept of prayer 
and an undirected zeal. 

Pray daily, we urge you all, to Our Lady of Fatima for world 
peace. Encourage constantly and zealously others to do the same. What 
to do about a chain letter if you should receive one ? Deposit it where is 
belongs—in the nearest waste basket.

An inspiration to any man, 
Catholic, Protestant, or Jew, Kilmer, 
a devout Catholic, furthered their 
unity with God.

When the 
day was done, Kilmer enjoyed noth¬ 
ing better than spending his free 
evenings with Jones.
